It is with much concern we record the loss 
of the Honorable Company’s ship Earl Howe, 
Captain Hooper, on her passage from Cala 
cutta to Saugor Roads. She Ieft Kidder.. 
pore on Thursday last, and on Sunday at 10 
o’clock A. M. while dropping down the river 
to get into a proper birth to take advantage 
of the ensuing tide, to cross the James and 
Mary Sand, she unfortunätely touched the 
edge of the bank, and heeled overto stare 
board so quickly, that before the- ports could 
be lowered, the greater part of her deck was 
under water, and she would have gone coma 
pletely over, had not the support afforded by 
her yard arms taking the ground,’ preventced 
her further descent. The velocity and extent 
of the motion in heeling were such, that the 
salt petre and other parts of her cargo on 
board, were thrown over to starboard. Sha 
remained in this position till noon, when she 
flvated off the bank.-—every exertion was now 
made to right the ship, but the great accuma. 
lation of weight to starboard, rendered inef… 
fectual every effort, and she continucd to 
float on her broadside. As it was evident 
that the ship had received very materia! injury, 
and no hope of her righting being left, she 
was run on shore at the uppermost point of 
the anchoring creek, where she lay some time ; 
during which the sails were unbent, and yards 
and topmasts struck, About 2 P. M. she 
slipped off the bank, and was driren up along 
Shore, being totally uamanageable and float. 
ing on her broadside: at length, she ran upon 
the mud at the upper poiat of Razemuth 
river, and there bilged. 

Two or three of the Europeans, and some 
of the lascars on board the Earl Howe, were 
severely bruised and wounded, but fortunatee 
ly no lives were lost. Besides fonr or five 
thousand bags of saltpetre, she had on board 


a number of bales of piece goods, a great part 


of which with the principal part of her stores, - 
are expected to be saved. [ Mirror.

‘The severed head 
had been carefully adjusted by a cement to 
the shoulders; aud the most perfect rcsema 
blance to the portraits was remarked in the 
shape of the head, the pointed beard, &c. 
fragments of which were carefully taken off 
as relics, as well as to identify the body.

power to protect them from the fury of the 
French Emperor. Of their inclinatious their 
can be no doubt, but the result of all the 
former confederacies has shaken their faith; 
and the convention recently coucluded with 
Sweden cannot be held out to themas an in. 
duweement for confidence in the maguanimity 
of the Allied Courts. It may not be true 
that they have offered to Denmark an iudem- 
nity for the sacrifice of Norway, at the ex- 
pence of France. They may aot have otfered 
her the departments of the Elbe and the 
Weser : but if they have covenantell {oe the 
dismemberment of Norway from the Crown of 
Denmark, as a price far the purchase of the 
exertions of Sweden in the war, they have 
held aut a threat to terrify, and not to si. 
mulate the German States. But itis of the 
utinost importance that an inqniry should be 
made into the truth of the assertion of Bo- 
naparte, that & the departments of the Elbe 
and Weser (as he chusrs to call then), have 
been offered to Denmark as an indemnity for 
the loss of Norway. Ft ought instantiy to be 
contradicted from authority if false; for 
though the charge wonld come witha very 
bad grace from the Usurper, if wouid be 
most unjust aud impolitie tt the Ailies, We 
trust that some notice of the impuratien will 
be taken in Parliament, and that Ministers will 
be able to justify theuselves from sa foul a

Sir Henry Matford ate 
tended kis Roval Highness to the vault, when 
the leaden coffin being unsoldered, a body 
appeared, covered over with a waxed cloth; 
ou carefully stripping the head and facc, the 
countenance of the unfortunate Martyr, 
Charies the £. immediately appeered, in feae 
tures apparently perfect as when he lived. 
Sir Henry Halford now endcavoured to raise 
the body fram the cofän, in attempting which 
the head fell from it, and discovered the ira 
regular fissure made by the axe, which ape 
peared to have been united by a cement. 
What added considerably to the interest of 
this extraordinary spectacle was, thatas the 
head separated fronr the neck, a fluid drop, of 
the appearance of blood, fell upon the hand 
of Sir Heary Holford, which he accounts 
far, by supposing it to have becn the dissoe 
lution of sous eongealed blood, on its being 
exposed to the warmth of the air.

Numbers 
of these had volunteered to serve us troops 
of the line, should the enemy approach the 
territory ; at Lubeck also, and other places 
possessing the Hanseatic privileges and Gov- 
ernment, the same levies had been made, and 
with the like success, 

The Duke of Mecklinburgh Schweritz 
has issued a Declaration against France, 
corresponding with that of the King of Prus. 
sia. Phe Seaate of Ilamburgh has also given 
a public notification, informing the citizens 
that the sum of 200,000 dollars has been ap- 
propriated towards (he military expences, and 
that a larger sua shall be applied whenever 
the extent of the service shall justify such a 
demand.

E las before Congress copies of a Proclaraation of 
the Briti.h Lieutevant-Governor of the Island of Ber- 
muda, which has appeared under ciraaumstaaces leavine 
no doubt of its authenticity. Ht recitesa Eritisn Ore 
der in Council, of the Zôth of Getoher last, providing 
fer the supply ef the British West bimulies, ait other 
eotouial possessions, by a trade under special lice nees, 
and is accompanied by circular instructions to the Co- 
tonial Governors, which eontines tieeased importations 
from the ports of the Uaited States to the ports of the 
Eastern States exclusively, 

The Government of Great. Britain had already introe 
duce into her commerce dering a war, a system which 
at once violated the rights of other nations, and, reste 
ing en a mass of forgery and perjury unknown to other 
times, was making an unforiunate progress in undere 
mining those principles of morality and religion which 
are the best foundation of national happiness. 

‘The policy now proclaimed to the world introdnees 
liuto her mode of warfare, a system equally diszinguish- 
ed by the detormnity of its features, and the depravity 
of its character 5 having for its vbject to dissolve the 
ties of allegiance, and the sentimeats of loyulcy in the 
adverse nation, and to sedace and separate its come 
ponent parts the one from the other. 

Fhe general teitency of these demoralizing and dis- 
organizing con!rivances will be reprobated hy the civil- 
ized and Christian world; and the insalting attempt 
on the virtue, the honour, the patriotism, and the fi- 
delity of our brethren of the Eastern States, will not 
fail to call forth all their indignation and reseoument, 
and to attach more and more all the States to that 
happy Union and Constitution against which such in 
sidious and matignant artifces are directed. 

The better to guard, nevertheless, against the efect 
of individual cupidity and treachery, and to turn the 
corrupt projects of the enemy against herself, # recome 
mend to the consideration of Congress the expediency of 
an effectual prohibition of any trade whutever, by citizens 
or inhabitants of the United States, unser special licences, 
whether relating lo persons or ports, and, în aidl thereof, 
8 prohibition of all expartation from the United States in 
Foreign battoms, few of which are actuulij emp'uyed, 
whilst mulliplied counterfeits of’ their flags and papers 
ure covering and encouraging the navigation of the enemy,
